REGULATIONS  Re  RETIREMENT  OF  CIVIL 
SERVANTS. 


HE  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been 
pleased  to  approve  of  the  following  regulations 
for  the  administration  of  Section  37  of  the  “ Civil 
Service  "Act  ” : — 

(1.)  There  shall  be  a Committee  composed  of 
the  Premier,  the  Provincial  Secretary,  and  the  Min- 
ister of  the  Department  in  which  the  civil  servant 
is  employed,  whose  case  is  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
Committee.  The  Civil  Service  Commissioner  shall 
act  as  secretary  of  this  Committee: 

(2.)  Within  three  months  prior  to  the  date  on 
which  a civil  servant  shall  attain  the  age  of  sixty- 


fmir  years  and  six  months,  the  Civil  Service  ( oin- 
mlssiouer  shall  report  his  ease  lo  I lie  < oniiiiitlce. 

(3.)  If,  in  (lie  opinion  of  I lie  Committee,  9 K *'* 

I he  public  interest  that  Ihc  civil  servant  continue 
in  the  service  ufter  lie  nlliiiii  the  age  of  sixty-five 
years,  the  Committee  shall  determine  the  age  at 
which  the  civil  servant  shall  relire.  The  Civil 
Service  Commissioner  shall,  thereupon,  advise  the 
civil  servant  of  the  finding  of  the  Committee. 

(4.)  If  the  Committee  does  not,  prior  to  the 
civil  servant  attaining  the  age  of  sixty  four  years, 
nine  months,  determine  that  it  is  in  the  public 
interest  that  he  continue  in  the  service  after  lie 
attain  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  (he  Civil  Service 
Commissioner  shall  so  advise  the  civil  servant,  and 
the  civil  servant  shall  be  retired  from  the  service  at 
the  end  of  the  month  in  which  he  attains  the  age 
of  sixty-five  years. 

(5.)  In  the  case  of  a civil  servant  whose  age  for 
retirement  has  been  fixed  at  an  age  greater  than 
sixty  five  years,  within  the  ninth,  eighth,  or  seventh 
months  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  civil  servant 
shall  attain  the  age  fixed  for  retirement,  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioner  shall  report  his  case  to  Hie 
Committee. 

(6.)  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  it  is  in 
the  public  interest  that  the  civil  servant  should  con- 
tinue in  the  service  after  he  attain  the  age  previ- 
ously fixed  for  retirement,  the  Committee  shall 
determine  a later  age  at  which  the  civil  servant 
shall  retire.  The  Civil  Service  Commissioner  shall, 
thereupon,  advise  the  civil  servant  of  the  finding  of 
the  Committee. 

(7.)  If  the  Committee  does  not,  prior  to  the 
civil  servant  attaining  within  three  months  of  the 
age  fixed  for  his  retirement,  determine  that  it  is 
in  the  public  interest  that  the  civil  servant  continue 
in  the  service  after  he  attain  the  age  fixed  for 
retirement,  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner  shall  so 
advise  the  civil  servant,  and  the  civil  servant  shall 
be  retired  from  the  service  at  the  end  of  the  month 
in  which  he  attains  the  age  fixed  for  retirement. 

(S. ) Any  civil  servant  shall  be  entitled  to  retire 
from  the  service  and  apply  for  superannuation  at 
any  timp  after  he  attains  the  age  of  sixty-five 
years. 

(9.)  In  the  case  of  a civil  servant  who  is  over 
the  age  of  sixty-four  years,  six  months,  at  the  date 
of  the  making  of  these  regulations,  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioner  shall  submit  a report  to  the  Commit- 
tee forthwith.  If.  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  the  civil  servant 
continue  in  the  service  after  March  31st,  1922,  the 
Committee  shall  determine  a later  date  of  retire- 
ment. The  Civil  Service  Commissioner  shall,  there- 
upon, advise  the  civil  servant  of  the  finding  of  the 
Committee.  If  the  Committee  does  not,  prior  to 
February  28th,  1922,  determine  that  it  is  in  the 
public  interest  that  the  civil  servant  continue  iu 
the  service  after  March  31st,  1922,  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioner  shall  so  advise  the  civil  servant,  and 
the  civil  servant  shall  be  retired  from  the  service 
on  March  31st,  1922.

Rule  70. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1SG7  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  lane;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act — shall  require  the 
publication  of  a notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to 
be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.

double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  Plouse,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  S3,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned.
